HILADBLPHIA prides herself upon her

rullng Americanism—and with full cause, |
She Is distinctly patriotie, intensaly Sabbath- |
keoping, and almost wholly decent llving.
Her individual doorsteps are spotiesaly clean,
She does not ape New York, llke Chivago, nor
simulate Paris, like New York, 8he la a com-
plete city in herself; a collaction of whuole-
some, normal families, rather old-fashioned,
ver aecustomed to good 1iving. good times and
good thoughta,

“Yex," says the brain of o reader In self-
gatisfled necord. “We are no mushroom Chi-
cago, smudgy Plttsburgh, or malodorous New
York.” Then perhaps, after a brief confabu-
Intlon with the soul, this honest braln adda.
“It {e best to watch out though; we cannot
be absolitely sure even of ourselves.'”

Brains evolve concluslons from life aa jt
fs mirrored In personal experience. How few
of us go up the rough bypath from the sta-
tion when a smooth, lighted sidewalk runs
to the front gate. Charles Dickens wrote
faets, Intersporsed with pathos and laughter,
Inte fictlon. =0 the good people of England
would read and learn of the wretched condi-
tion of their public institutions. Dickens
realized that respectability dld not frequent
“Old Halley,” ro ha took "Old Balley" to re-
spectability,

Here In Philadelphia we have conditlons in
the administration of justice even worse than
“0Old Balley." If one wers not sure of the
Philadelphia that lives in the homes, one
might throw up both hands in despalr over
our maglistrate system; it iz such n disgrace.
One may speak out hluff and beld if one is
sure of one's ground. It Is the business of
a people’'s newspaper to loevel a finger of at-
tention At every moth eating Into the gar-
ment of gpavernment.

The mors closely we examine the local
magistrates, thelr surroundings and their
fitness for the judleinl role, the more clearly
we see that there must goon he a radienl
change In the whole system. Justice Is only
a parody when it hang® on the nod of n ward
jender. 1t makes no difference what party
the maglatrnts helongs to; whether he is for
or agalngt “The Organization.” If he Is In
politics he should not he permitted to ha A
judge, Other cities have Inwe that forbld n
partnership of this sort.
